There is hereby established a penalty for violations of the 
following provisions of Chapter 17 of the Code of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974; 

Section 102 through 107 : If the violator appears in response 
to a notice affixed to such motor vehicle within a period of 10 
days from the date and time shown on said notice affixed to such 
motor vehicle, the penalty shall be $10.00.

Unless another penalty is expressly provided by law, every person 
convicted of a violation of any provision of this chapter shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or by 
imprisonment for not more than ten days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
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Sec. 17-8. Procedure upon arrest. 

Any police officer, upon making an arrest for violation of this 
chapter or other traffic ordinances of this city, other than Parking 
Violations, shall take the name, address and operator’s license number 
of the alleged violator and the registered number of the motor vehicle 
involved, shall issue to him in writing, on the form provided by 
the City Clerk, pursuant to section 17-7, a notice to answer to the 
charge against him at a place and at a time within ten days after 
such arrest to be specified in the notice and forthwith release the 
person arrested from custody. The officer shall send one copy 
of such notice to the captain of the traffic division and one copy to 
the Fort Wayne Violations Bureau. 

Sec. 17-10. Notice on illegally parked vehicles. 

Whenever any motor vehicle without driver is found parked standing 
or stopped in violation of any of the restrictions imposed by this 
chapter or other ordinance of this city, the officer finding such vehicle 
shall take its license plate number and may take any other information 
displayed on the vehicle which may identify its owner, and shall 
conspicuously affix to such vehicle a notice in writing, on the form 
provided by the City Clerk pursuant to section 17-7, for the driver to 
answer to the charge against him within ten (10) days. The officer 
shall send or cause to be sent forthwith to the Fort Wayne Violations 
Bureau copies of the notice. 

Sec. 17-11. Failure to comply with notice attached to parked vehicle. 

If a violator of the restrictions on stopping, standing or parking under 
this chapter or other traffic laws or ordinances does not appear in 
response to a notice affixed to such motor vehicle within a period of 
ten (10) days the Fort Wayne Violations Bureau shall send to 
the owner of the motor vehicle to which the notice was affixed a letter 
informing him that a past due penalty has been assessed as set forth 
on said notice and warning him that in the event such violator continues 
to disregard the notice, a complaint will be filed and warrant for 
arrest issued. The sending of such letter shall not be deemed jurisdictional. 

Sec. 17-13. When complaint to be issued. 

In the event any person fails to comply with a notice given to such person 
or attached to a vehicle pursuant to sections 17-8 or 17-10, respectively, 
or fails to make appearance pursuant to a summons directing an appearance 
in the Fort Wayne Violations Bureau, the City Clerk shall forthwith have 
a complaint entered against such person and secure and issue a warrant 
for his arrest. 

SECTION II Except as herein amended General Ordinance No. 2726 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

SECTION III. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication thereof.

SUMD®RY REPORT 

for proposed parking violations ordinances 

As has been previously discussed, the two major reasons for 
the introduction of the proposed parking violations ordinances are 
as follows: 

1) To comply with provisions of the Motor Vehicle & 

Traffic Safety section of the Fort Wayne Municipal Code, the section 
having been modified with the recent recodification; 

2) And, to institute the use of a modernized parking 
ticket/self-addressed envelope in order that parking law violators 
are able to pay fines more conveniently, a service to the citizen, 
but with the hope for more rapid payment of fines as well. 

Additionally, the proposed ordinance provides for a past 
due clause in which a penalty is assessed against any violator not 
paying his or her fine within the time presently required by law, 
or 48 hours. 

The proposed penalty will expedite the payment of any 
fines, and reduce the need for the Clerk's Office to issue subsequent 
reminders of non-payment, or take more drastic action. 


AN EQUAL OPPORTUNITY EMPLOYER 
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Currently, an average of 153 parking tickets (105 for over- 
tine parking neter violations and 48 for other illegal parking) are 
issued each working day in Fort Wayne (weekends averaged in). An 
average of 18 parking tickets are daily paid when due, or,’approx¬ 
imately 12 per cent of all parking tickets issued are paid on time. 

The remainder, 88 per cent of all tickets issued, require 
mailings to violators to ranind than of their violation 
and to insist on payment of the fine. Of these violators requiring 
addii-if-in al notification, only about 80 per cent are mailed reminders, 
with the Clerk's Office sending out an average of 110 reminders 
daily. (The fact that all violators requiring reminders do not 
receive than is accounted for by insufficient staff during most of 
the year. Usually in the summertime, staff is sufficient to send 
notices to all delinquent violators.) 

to three additional notices will be mailed to delinquent 
violators, the final one advising that Court remedies will be sought 
should payment not be forthconing. Actual policy of the Clerk's Office, 
however, is to refrain from initiating Court action unless at least 
$30 in back fines are owed. In practice, only 35 cases have been taken 
to Court in the past 16 months, but no alleged violator has been found 
innocent to date. Despite this, and collection of several hundred 
dollars, the costs of Court prosection to the City and the Court 
prohibits more utilization of this avenue for collecting fines. 

The present systen of fine collection allows no readily 


available method for ccxiputing lapse time for tickets paid up after 
the permitted 48 hour period in which to pay. A comparison of two 
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identical six-month periods, one prior to the establishment of 
the present rates ($2 for parking meter violations and $10 for 
other violations) and the period subsequent to the former rates 
(which were $1 and $5 respectively) shows little change in^the 
ratio of ninibers of fines collected to numbers of tickets issued 
between the periods and between higher fines or lower fines. The 
figures show that the same percentage of $10 tickets now is being 
collected as were $5 tickets in years past, and a slightly higher 
percentage of $2 tickets are being collected than was collected for 
$1 tickets in past years (probably due to more concerted mailing 
efforts fcy the Clerk's staff). 

The following table shows a direct cortparison betv/een 
percentages of tickets paid on time before and after the fine in¬ 
crease of Novatber, 1973.

The difference between the collection rates for $5 and 
$10 fines (illegal parking) in 1973 and 1976 is not statistically 
significant, although the difference between collection rates for 
the lower fine is. 

It seans evident, at any rate, that appreciable increases 
in fines do not deter violators froti paying pronptly. 
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The use of a corribination parking ticket/envelope alone 
is geared toward increasing the speed of payment for all tickets, 
meter violations and illegal parking. 

The effect of some past due clause should at the least 
provide a changed distribution in revenues for the Clerk's Office, 
shifting the burden frcm the taxpaying public to those of the public 
; violating parking laws. At most, it should ejqtedite collection of 
parking fines. 

A number of cities, mainly in Indiana, but including others 
in the Midwest, were queried with regard to the status of parking 
ordinances, and none were fomd to be without a past due clause of 
some type in force. As well, no adverse reaction was found among 
those responsible for collecting fines in these various Clerks' 
offices regarding the consequences of past due clauses. 

Several options are available regarding past due clauses, 
however, it is important to note that new tickets have not been 
ordered printed pending any possible changes, and the existing supply 
is very nearly exhausted. Also irrportant to note is that the 
extension of time in order to use up the existing tickets which was 
allowed by Council via ordinance will be expiring, and the proposed 
ordinances are needed, at least in part, to permit lawful ticketing. 

Among the available options regarding a past due clause are 
penalty enforconent after 48 hours, penalty enforconent after five 
days, a uniform penalty irrespective of fine, and split penalties 
based upon fines. 
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The 48 hour penalty enforcenrent would have the advantage 
of retaining the present requirement for payment, only tacking on 
a monetary penalty for delinquencies. This would probably have 
the greatest inpact and result in the highest proportion of rapid 
payment of fines, yet it also results in the severest and quickest 
penalty. Depending on the cost of the penalty, once the penalty is 
' invoked, collection might be hrpeded due to excessive cost. 

The five day option permits more time in which to raise 
(or spread out) payment, yet probably would not result in as great 
a proportion of rapid payment as the 48 hour period. Indeed, the 
five days might actually go beyond a critical period for remecnbering 
to submit payment of the fine, and actually allow a "forgetting" 
period. If this is the case, the five day option in reality would 
be nore severe than a shorter period. Again, depending upon amount 
of the penalty, collection after the time lapse could be made more 
difficult. 

A uniform penalty option — meaning that the amount of the 
penalty be independent of the amount of the fine — first was proposed 
during the drafting of the new ticket format at $5 per ticket, but 
was opposed as exceeding the fine itself for $2 tickets. A uniform 
$2 penalty has not been proposed, but is not illogical from the 
standpoint of processing costs being identical vhether a ticket is 
for neter violations or illegal parking. 

A split penalty option places graver consequences for 
delinquency on violations according'to the amount of fine, which 
itself reflects the gravity of the violation. 
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Enclosed with this repoirt is a reproduction of the 
redrafted ticket (in unoorrected form), along with a ccpy of the 
present ticket for ccnparison.
